GET FIRST COMPLAINT 


Applicant for City Job Protests 
That He Was Not Promptly 
Appointed. 


The Complaint Board, appointed by 
Mayor Kiel under the ~ew charter, or- 
ganized at a meeting fn the Mayor's of- 
fice this morning. Lewis T. Tune was 
elected chairman. The other members 
are Maurice J. Cassidy and Hanford 
Crawford. 

The board addressed a letter to the 
City Counselor asking him to tell it 
what its duties are, and how often and 
in what manner conwlaints shall be re- 
ceived. The board is seeking per- 
manent quarters. President Kinsey 
of the Public Service Board said 
he could accommodate the board 
in the new jail building, and one of the 
members suggested that probably would 
be the safest place. 

However, the members of the board 
want space in the Municipal building 
and Kinsey said that he would soon ar- 
fange gor space there, probably on the 
third. floor. 

Exploring for Quarters. — 

The board members, accompanied by 
William E. Rolfe, associate president 
of the Public Service Board, finally ex- 
plored the vacant rooms in the Mu- 
nicipal Courts Building after the meet- 
ing was adjourned. Several rooms did 
not catch the fancy of the commission- 
ers, but when they examined the former 
sanctum of Earl Howes, who was offi- 
cial investigator for the Comptroller, 
which has a secret inside staircase at 
the rear by which one can escape un- 
observed, the three members promptly 
decided to ask for this suite. The 
rooms are located on the north side of 
the third floor, and the concealed stair- 
case leads from the westernmost room 
to an unused room on the second floor. 
Ag the Complaint Commissioners were 
leaving, they received the first ‘‘kick.” 
Henry Roaeter, 2313 Montgomery street, 
who thought he received an order to go 
to work as a street cleaner on Nov. 8, 
complained that Secretary Thomas H. 
Rogers of the Efficiency Board had re- 
fused to O K the order. The Com- 
missioners asked Roaeter to lay his 
complaint before them tomorrow in the 
Mayor's office. 

Many Would Be Secretary. 

Roaeter received a letter from Street 
Commisisoner Joseph N, Slater, stating 
that he was a good man for the post he 
sought in the Street Cleaning Division, 
paying $1.50 per day. Rogers said he 
did not recall the circumstances of 
Roaeter’s visit, but explained that a 
recommendation from Slater could only 
put his name at the foot of a waiting 
list from which vacancies are filled in 
the order of priority of application. 

The board has received 25 applica- 
tions for the position of secretary, which 
bas a salary of $2400 a year, and is 
the only Salaried position on the board. 

The board. will meet tomorrow at Ili 
a m. in the Mayor's office. 

The three members of the “kick” com- 
mission will tell the members of the 
Business Men’s League Conference at 
the Planters Hotel Wednesday what 
they expect to do. Secretary Saunders 
of the league has invited them to tell 
all about their new jobs. 

The object of the Board of Freeholders 
in creating the commission was to make 
it a useful body where citizens having 
any complaint against the municipal 
government might make their griev- 
ances known, and have them acted upon 
by an official body. Many citizens have 
complained, at various times, that they 
could not get proper recognition from 
different departments of the city gov- 
ernment, or that they failed to get 
proper service.

LENS THAN 31000 


City Comptroller Player Will 
Not Offer Them in Any 
Smaller Denomination. 


NOT FEASIBLE, HE THINKS 


In 1908 Only $64,900 Was Sub- 
scribed for the $1,000,000 
Offered to the Public. 


Comptroller Player announced this 
morning that the $2,750,000 of free bridge 
bonds voted Friday will not be issued in 
denominations of less than $1000. 
Discussing a proposition to issue the 
bonds in denominations of $100 and $500 
to enable small investors to purchase, 
Player explained to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the experience had taught 
him. that it was inadvisable to issue the 
bonds for the public in small denomina- 
tions. 

He said that in January, 1908, the 
city issued $1,000,000 of bridge bonds 
and $1,000,000 of asylum bonds in de- 
nominations of $100, $500 and $1000. He 
said the city received bids for only 
$64,900 of the bonds, and that it became 
necessary to withdraw the offer and 
reissue the bonds in larger demonina- 
tions. 

He said that with bonds of small de- 
nomination on the market, the holders 
are disposed to sell them at a discount, 
and that this affects the value of the 
city’s $1000 bonds. ° 

Up to the Brokers, Player Says. 
Player said that he had received 
communications from several brokers 
indicating an interest in the bond is- 
sue, but had received‘no offers. He 
said that if brokers would agree in 
writing to take the entire issue of 
bonds, if put on the market in small 
denominations, he would issue them in 
any denominations the brokers desired. 
An ordinance will be introduced in the 
Municipal Assembly tomorrow or Friday 
by Player providing for the entire issue 
in the denomination of $1000. The bonds 
will be dated April 1, which Player says, 
is the earliest date he considers it ad-. 
visable to offer the bonds for sale. 

He explained that the sale of Spring- 
field (Mass.) bonds recently at a pre- 


bonds would sell at a premium, as the 
Massachusetts bonds are exempt from 
taxation. St. Louis bonds are subject to 
tax. 

Cincinnati Bonds Slow. 
Cincinnati offered $100,000 of 4% per- 
cent bonds Oct. 22 and could not get a 
bid, Player recalled, and Cleveland has 
been required to pay 6 per cent interest 
for the money borrowed. 

President Kinsey of the Public 
Service Board has been attempting 
to find a plan by which he can pur- 
chase steel for the approach at pres- 
ent prices, helieving that at least 
$200,000 can be saved over prices 
which will prevail in the spring and 
early summer. Player said that the 
steel could not be purchased untii 
the bonds were sold and the money 
in the treasury.

This year’s autumn weather thus far’ 


has been the finest ever seen in St. 
Louis, according to official Weather 
Bureau records. A prediction of high- 
er temperature and clear skies would 
seem to indicate that this favorable con- 
dition will continue at least for several 
days. 

October’s average temperature was 
2.4 degrees higher than in any 
previous October in the history of the 
Weather Bureau, while at the same time 
the rainfall was 5.04 inches above tic 
normal. Despite the more than average 
rainfall most of the days were clear 
and warm and the sun shone almost 
half the possible time, the percentage of 
clear days being .47. 

The normal October temperature is 
58.4, but this year’s average was 60.8. 
October’s normal rainfall is 2.41 inches. 
This year’s fall was 7.45 inches. 

Records of the St. Louis Weather 
Bureau show that November thus far 
has been unusually warm and balmy, 
with daily temperatures far above the 
averages recorded in the last 40 years. 

Figures for the. first eight days of 
November show that on an average 
each day’s temperature was nearly i2 
degrees higher than.the average for tho 
same period in previous years. 

The lowest November’ temperature 
recorded this year was yesterday’s when 
the mean was 46 degrees. The highest 
was 69, on Nov. 3, and on five of the 
eight days the mean temperature has 
been above 6 degrees. 

In the aggregate the first eight days 
of November have recorded 107 degrees 
of temperature in excess of the average. 

Saturday night’s heavy rain was the 
first one recorded this month. Up to 
that time the month was behind its av- 
erage of rainfall. The Saturday night 
rain, which was a real ‘‘soaker,”’ mea- 
sured 1.41 inches. This. was suffi- 
client to change the deficit into a surplus 
and the excess over the normal for the 
month is now .56 of an inch.

WARRANT ISSUED 
AGAINST MAYOR

A ‘warrant was issued »>y Justice of 
the Peace J. J. Driscoll in East St.

GERMAN SOIL INVADED AT THREE POINTS 
RUSSIA DOMINATES MILITARY SITUATION 


British Bomb-Proof as It Appears to Men Inside 


CZAR'S TROOPS, ENTER 
SILESIA AND POSEN 
FRENCH ARE IN ALSACE

LONDON, Nov. 9.—At three points in the area of hostilities— 
Silesia, East Prussia and in Alsace—forces of the allies were on 
German soil today, and for the first time since the outbreak of hos- 
tilities conditions seemed to presage, in the opinion of British mili- 
tary observers, a reversal of the roles of the contending armies. 

Up to the present Germany has been fighting, generally speak- 
ing, in the territory of her enemies, but now she would appear to 
be mofe or less seriously menaced from the east by the victorious 
armies of Grand Duke Nicholas, the Russian commander in chief 
in the field, the advance guards of which are less than 200 miles 
from Berlin. 

It is true that there was a brief Russian invasion of East Prussia dur- 
ing the early stages of the war while the French have for a long time held 


their position in Alsace; but the latest development in the Russian advance, 
if the interpretation placed on it in Londo is not all wrong, is the mos® 
important of the campaign up to the present. 

In certain areas of France and Belgium the allies are taking a vigor- 
ous offensive, but it is too early to predict that Germany will not renew 
her smashing tactics in an effort to break through the line and that there 
will not be much hard fighting around Ypres. 


Germans Have Made Belgium One Vast Fortification. 


In any event, German retirement from Belgium probably would be 
very slow as the forces of Emperor William have made the entire country 


behind their battle line one vast fortification, with trenches even more 
carefully prepared than those they still are holding in France. 

With Tsingtau under Japanese administration, and the-release for other 
service of the Japanese and British vessels used in the capture of this Ger- 
man stronghold, there should be @ sharp impetus to naval activity in the 
Far East as these vessels many now center their attention om the roving 
German cruisers which have been so successful in their operations against 
British shipping. 

Russia, unquestionably, dominates the military situation today: The 
speed with which she has cleared the invaders from Russian Poland must 
necessarily have a great effect in campaigns in the other war theater. | 

Already the inhabitants are reported fleeing from their prosperous Sile 
sian homes despite the fact that Gen. von Hindenburg’s strong. army is be- 
tween them and the advancing Russians. But something besides the might 
of the German arms may enable them to remain for some time in security, 
for a significant message from Petrograd announces that Russia may defer 
the invasion of Germany until her historic mission toward the Bosporus is 
accomplished. 

Sabjugation of Austria and Turkish Invasion Planned. 

This mission includes the complete subjection of Austro-Hungary as 
well as the invasion of Turkey, and if this is the actual plan of the Grand 
Duke Nicholas, the Russian Commander in Chief, the Russians may be con- 
tent to hold their present positions along the German border while making 
un aggressive war toward the south and east. 

Cossack raids across the German border continue and Berlin now admits 
that the Russians are well beyond the Biver Warthe. The Russian advance 
Las been made over bad goads at the amazing rate of 14 miles daily and the 
German retreat has now passed Czernstochowa without stopping. The Rus- 
sian line is well back of the Warthe between Czernstochowa and Kalisz. 
Another Petrograd report states that Czernstochowa is still held as the last 
German position in Russia, but that this is regarded as untenable. 

The latest Paris official communication states that the invaders are ¢on- 
cectrating their activity about Ypres without as y:t achieving any results. ¢* 
The allies are reported as holding their own eve ywhere on the Aisne, whil-

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Giermans Renew Offensive Near Ypres -

' “On the river Aisne we have reached 
to the northeast of Soissons the plateau 
of Vregny, on which we had not previ- 
cusly gained a foothold. 

“Bisewhere there is nothing to re- 
port.” 

The Sunday afternoon official state- 
ment said: 

‘Yesterday between the North Sea and 
the Lys the fighting was less violent. 
“Pome attacks, not general, of the en- 
emy, were repulsed in the direction of 
Dixmude and to the northeast of Ypres. 
On almost all of this front we, in turn, 
took the offensive and advanced, 
notably in the region to the north of 
Messines. 

“In Luskin to the north of Armen- 
tieres, the British troops progressed 
slightly. Between La Bassee and Arras 

he attacks of the enemy were repulsed. 
Arras to Soissons nothing 
worthy of note took place. 

“Around Soissons our forces made a 
marked advance. In the region of 
Vailly and equally on the right bank 
of the Aisne we strengthened our 
progress to the north of Chevonne and 
Soupir. A German atack on Craonnelle 
and Huartebise was repulsed. 

“In the neighborhood of Verdun, to 
the northwest and to the southeast of 
the place, we are establishing the sup- 
porting positions recently gained. 

“A dense fog prevailed all day in 
the north as well as in Champagne and 


Pesconarcuiy hampering the action of the 


artillery and the aviation corps.”’ 

The lull in the fighting in the en- 
virons of Dixmude and Ypres, in the 
best opinion here, is only the prelude 
of a further effort to which all the 
forces that the Germans can raise will 
be concentrated. The last attack made 
with 12: army corps, failed. The next 
it is expected, will be made by even 
more. 

All advices from the front indicate 
this clearly. The reports that the Ger- 
mans are gathering an important army 
in Ingelmunster, the affirmation that 
the battle against France must be de- 
cided at an early date, the order given 
to the German. Generals to break 
through before the end of the month. 
and the various movements of troops 
cbserved by aviators in Belgium, all 
tend to show the purpose of the Ger- 
mans, 

All the military writers here agree 
that the effort will be of the first im- 
portance to the Germans. If unsuccess- 
ful, it is contended here, it will be the 
last the Germans will he able to make. 
as they will then recognize the neces- 
sity of falling back on a line a little 
more to the rear, which will, as is their 
custom, have been fortified in advance 
with the greatest possible care. 

The Germans still hold three points on 
the Yser as a guard against flanking 
attacks on the right, coming by way 
of the narrow region of sand dunes un- 
der cover of British monitors. They 
also continue to hold Roulers, but have 
retired three miles south of Dixmude. 
Ypres, which is being bombarded from 
a distance of eight miles, hardly has a 
street intact. Two shells struck the 
famous Thirteenth Century Cloth Hall,

Russia, a hundred days of war 
have now passed. In this time Na- 
poleon ran his course from Elba to 
Waterloo. In half of it Prussia 
crushed Austria in 1866, France in 
1870. Yet, for,several days now, east 
and west, the dispatches from all 
sides have recounted German re- 
treats, repulses. 

It is on Russia, too, that the at- 
tention of the world is now fixed— 
upon Russia, sweeping forward to- 
ward Berlin with a lodgment at last 
on German soil, not in remote East 
Prussia, but in Posen at last, square- 
ly upon the road to Berlin, while in 
Galicia her victomous armies are 
again across the San, crowding to- 
ward the foothills of the Carpath- 
ijans, once more closing in upon 
Przemysl. 

Now, if Russia In the great war 
had been the Russia of the Japanese 
war, all this would have been impos- 
sible. Kuropatkin could retreat as 
cleverly, in as masterly a fashion 
as the Grand Duke Nicholas, but 
once committed to retreat, he lost 
the will to attack.. Bernhardi ana- 
lyzes this with admirable clarity. The 
retreat to Mukden was a deliberate 
attempt to draw the Japanese on un- 
til the Russians should have supe- 
rior numbers at the decisive point, 
but, this. object attained, Kuropat- 
kin could not attack—he, not, his 
army, had been conauered. 


Mobilisation Swift. 

In the present conflict it is plain 
that the moral, quite as well as the 
material, resources of the Russians 
are incomparably superior to those of 
the other war. First of all, the mobil- 
ization was accomplished with whol- 
ly incredible rapidity. Before the 

German avalanche was even in 
France, the Slav hosts were in East 
Prussia and Galicia. Before France 
could be beaten down, it was neces- 
sary to send army corps to East 
Prussia. Before the battle of the 
Marne, Lemberg had broken the spir- 
it and the offensive power of Aus- 
trian armies. 

For the East Prussian audacity 
Russia paid dearly—an army larger 
than the combined forces of Welling- 
ton and Bluecher at Waterloo was 
more completely crushed than was 
Napoleon’s on that famous field. But 
the defeat in East Prussia was, in 
fact, was a small price to pay for the 
victory at the Marne. 

After that defeat, too, Russian mil- 
itary skill and determination = re- 
mained unshaken. The remnant of 
the army defeated at Tannenberg 
was rallied and re-enforced and a 
few weeks later, having stood vic- 
toriously at Niemen, flowed west 
again toward East Prussia and tri- 
umphed at Augustowo. 


German Hush Stopped. 
Meantime in Poland, a mag- 
nificent German offensive, 
launched suddenly at Warsaw, 


ECKONING from the declaration 


directions Russia began a tremen- 
dous concentration. Her victorious 
troops came north from _ Galicia, 
from Bukowina. One of the most 
colossal of milifary movements, the 
transfer of hundreds of thousands of 
men over hundreds of miles, badly 
served by railroads and worse by 
highways, was accomplished, and as 
the Kaiser’s army approached War- 
saw its northern flank was suddenly, 
decisively turned, and the offensive 
in Poland was checked. 

Since that time, for more than two 
weeks, Russian armies have been 
flowing west over the whole battle 
line from the Baltic to the Carpathi- 
ans. Every German and Austrian 
effort to stand has failed. Today 'the 
advance hag reached Posen, passed 
the Warthe River, conceivably the 
first line of German defeuse, driven 
Austrian armies back on Cracow. 

In viewing the present phase of the 
great war, it is no longer possible to 
reach satisfactory conclusions by mi- 
nute examination #«f day-to-day op- 
erations. In the West, the campaign 
has in fact almsot fallen dead, as a 
spectacle, has become a terrible but 
concentrated struggle for rods and 
miles, hamlets and hills, on which the 
opposing lines sway back and for- 
ward. 

Another Siege Likely. 

To such a Condition, it is wholly 
probable the Eastern struggle may 
now sink. There has been no rout 
of the Germans. They will unques- 
tionably be as strong on the defense 
ir. Silesia and Poland as they have 
been in Champagne and _  AlSace. 
Bloody and terrible ehecks are the 
natural thing to expect, now that 
Russia is on the margin of Ger- 
many herself. 


Yet East and West, it is possible to 
perceive certain unmistakable and 
wholly vital circumstances In the 
East, it is not longer to be doubted 
that there is a real, efficient, power- 
ful Russian army, well equipped, ef- 
fectively led. The’ Russia that the 
Kaiser has to deal with {s compar- 
able not with the Slav State which 
lost Port Arthur, or even that which 
faltered before Plevna and failed at 
Sebastopol. Rather it is the Russia 
that fought Napoleon at Borodino 
and Frederick at Zorndorff, a Rus- 
sia bound to give, capable of endur- 
ing, terrific blows. 

All this unexpected Russian ef- 
fectiveness might go for nothing if 
France were the France of Napoleon 
Ill, if the spirit of Bazaine was 
reincarnated in Joffre. But, after 
thée months, there is no mistaking 
the fact that France, too, is in a 
different posture than in 1870. Two 
months have passed since the great 
battle of the Marne, and in that 
time the German advance in France 
has been nil. Indeed, at many points 
there have been more or less consid- 
erable retreats, 

German victory was assured. since 
German efficiency, preparedness, de- 
termination were unmistakable. if 
France and Russia both, or one of 
them, displayed traits familiar, 
weaknesses fairly to be expected. 
But France in September, Russia in 


October gave full and unmistakable _ 


evidences of being fully determined, 
relatively prepared, unexpectedly 
ready. 

Since that time, too, in France and 
Russia there has been time to pre- 
pare still more thoroughly. Today 
France has largely bridged the gap 
between her army and Germany’s in 
all that is essential in war. In her 
Vistula campaign Russia has dis- 
played a thoroughness of prepara- 
tion which must amaze the whole 
world. 


Bernhardi’s Warnning. 
Bernhardi said: “If Germany is in- 


volved in war, she need not recoil be- 
fore the numerical superiority of her 
enemies. But, so far as human na- 
ture is able to tell, she can only rely 
on being successful if she is abso- 
lutely determined to break the su- 
periority of her enemies by a victory 
over one or the other of them before 
their total strength can come into ac- 
tion.”’ 

Germany has been absolutely de- 
termined. But the real value of the 
Vistula campaign to the neutral ob- 
server must lie in the fact that it 
reveals a failure to crush Russia, 
quite analogous to that to dispose 
of France. Russia, like France, 
emerges from a supreme test un- 
shaken, “her full strength in ac- 
tion.’’ 

After a hundred days of war, then, 
Russia’s achievement is hardly to be 
exaggerated—its meaning not easily 
to be misunderstood. 


57,800 Sines in Last Week’s 


German List of Casualties 
BERLIN, via The Hague and Lon- 
don, Nov. 9.—The German casualty list 
issued Saturday brougnt the total num- 
ber of names contained in last week’s 
report up to about 57,800. Hospital rec- 
ords show that a very large proportion 
of the wounded have returned to duty. 
The casualty list records the killing of 
three German aviators and the wound- 
ing of six others by hostile airmen. 
Those who lost their lives were Aviator 
Bowles, who was killed at St. Erme, 
France, Oct. 12, and Lieut. von Kleyst 
and Menzel, who had been listed as 
missing since their flight to Amiens.

Nelon said that he had no reason to 
believe that the vats were not filled, and 
that they may have been drained by 
competitors, or enemies, who desired 
that he become involved. He also said 
that at previous times he had lost large 
amounts of vinegar by thieves tearing 
out brass valves and faucets and steal- 
ing them. When they were torn from 
@ tank the vinegar ran out. 

Nelon said that last June he lost 50,000 
galions cf vinegar when thieves stol: 
the brass faucets and valves from tanks. 
He said that he kept a watchman, but 
that at yarious times thieves had been 
able to evade the watchman. | 

Nelon, who is 34 years old, has been in 
control of the company for four years. 
The company has a limited charter, 
which does not permit it to issue ware- 
house receipts. Nelon is also a ware- 
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houseman, and. under a $25,000 bond, is 
permi to issue the receipts. 

He that on the stock on hand 
he issued the receipts, on which abour 
$18,000 was borrowed from various banks. 

Three weeks ago a Government gauger 
examined the vinegar, he said, and gave 
him a statement showing that the tanks 
were filled. Saturday the same gauge’ 
reported all except two of the tanks 
were empty, and the two contained 
rainwater, which evidently had run 
ir.to them. 

Nelon said that he had committed no 
crime, and that he could not understand 
what criminal charge could be brought 
against him.

next session of Congress, and some 
Democratic leaders do not believe one 
ean be enacted to be effective in 1916. 
In his message to Congress last De- 
cember, the President urged such a law 
be passed immediately and expressed 
hope that there would be a general 
agreement to it. He is known to still 
favor a primary law, but investigation 
has impressed on him the difficulties of 
the technical details. 

The chief difficulties encountered by 
the President has been that of fixing 
a date for the presidential primaries. 
Primaries now are held on different 
dates in the states, and the question has 
been whether the Legislatures can 
change the state primary dates befor 
1916. Separate state and national pri- 
maries, he has been told, would prove 
very expensive. 

The President has not yet begyn work 
on his next message to Congress, but it 
is considered doubtful whether he will 
mention the presidential primary ques- 
tion. He is expected to dwell on the 
necessity for economy on appropriations 
and to urge the passage of the Phil-. 
liptne bill, the Alexander ship purchase 
bill and several remaining conservation 
measures. 

Presidential primaries, rural credits, 
railway securities and other questions 
are expected to be left over because of 
the brief duration of the session. The 


states, will play an important part in 
‘he 1916 campaign, wut that the final 
choice of the party nominees will be 
made again at convention.

HAILED AS GREAT 
LABOR VICTORY 


Law Workers’ Triumph of Year, 
Says Report to A. F. L. Con- 
vention in. Philadelphia. 
MINE REFORM URGED 
“Rule of Reason’? Recommended 
to Abolish War—Membership 
Is Now 2,020,671. 


By Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 9.—Pronounc- 


ing the passage of the Clayton anti- 
trust bill as organized labor’s greatest 
single accomplishment for the last year, 
the Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor presented its an- 
nual report today to the thirty-fourth 
convention of the Federation here. 

The council's statement says the Clay- 
ton bill ‘‘contains the most fundamental, 
the most comprehensive enunciation of 
industrial freedom, found in any legis- 
lative act in the history of the world.’’ 

“Organized labor,’’ the report says, 
has assisted the effort to mitigate the 
industrial disorganization and losses en- 
tailed by the European war.” 

Steps to Abolish War. 

The war is declared by the report to 
be the product of ‘artificial conditions 
and policies and repugnant to. the 
thought and political progress of the 
ege."’ ‘The report continues: ‘War will 
cease only when society is convinced 
that human life is really sacred and 
when society establishes agencies, inter- 
national as well as national, for pro- 
tecting lives.’’ 

Summing up steps that must be taken 
toward abolishing war, the report says: 
‘“Militarism and competitive armament 
must be abolished and tribunals for 
awarding justice and agencies for en- 
forcing determinations must :be insti- 
tuted. Those most interested should 
lead in demands for world federation 
and the rule of reason between na- 
tions. The working people of all lands 
pear the brunt of war. They do the 
fighting, pay the war taxes, suffer most 
from the disorganization of industry 
and commerce which results from war.”’ 

Labor and Mexican Situation. 

Turning to the Mexican situation, the 
report makes public a letter from Pres- 
ident’ Gompers to Rafael Zubaran, 
“United States Representative, Mexican 
Constitutionalists,’’ dated July 14, of this 
year, saying the Federation, more 
than any other American agency ex- 
cept the Government of the United 
States, aided the success of the ‘‘pros- 
pective government,” and urging the 
withdrawal of the avowed declaration of 
“those who speak or assume to speak 
in the name of Gen. Carranza’ that 
“retribution of the most draconian char- 
acter” would be visited upon those 
responsible for the overthrow of Ma- 
dero. Such a withdrawal, the letter 
added, would have a tranquilizing effect 
and tend ‘‘to unite the people of Mexico 
in support of an orderly government.” 

The report adds: ‘‘We.extend to the 
people of Mexico under this new regime 
our felicitations and our best hopes for 
their welfare and progress.”’ 


Mining Field Conditions. 


Lengthy presentations are made of 
conditions in mining flelds in West Vir- 
ginia, Colorado, Michigan and Mon- 
tana, and summing up the general sit- 
uation, the report says: ‘‘The various 
different movements of the miners for 
improved conditions have teen more 
conspicuous this past year than those 
of any other organization. This is due 
tc the intensity with which the strug- 
gles have been waged, amounting in 
each instance practically to civil war: 
to the number of human beings to whom 
the struggle meant privation, suffering 
and losses. 

‘Land holding conditions involved in 
some mining districts have enabled the 
operators ‘to establish what amounts to 
a feudal operating system for the mines. 
They own vast tracts of lands. The 
mining companies own and therefore 
control all roads that traverse the land. 
They own the houses in which the 
miners live; the villages made up of 
these miners; the school houses to which 
their children must go for mental] train- 
ing; the churches which minister to 
their spiritual needs; the stores from 
which they buy their clothing, food anda 
other necessities; the postoffices where 
they get their mail, money orders and 
conduct their crude banking transac- 
tions. Every detail of mining life is 
under supervision of the mine dperators 
through their power 6f ownership. In 
time of strike the mine operators have 
the power of eviction and have forced 
hundreds of strikers and their families 
to seek shelter in tent colonies, with the 
constant danger of exposure. There can 
be no real freedom under such condi- 
tions of industrial tyranny. 


Use of Armed Men by Operators. 
“In addition to problems arising from 
feudal ownership of land, the mine op- 
erators have assumed police power. 
They employ armed mine guards to 
maintain their regulations and to guard 
mine property. In times of industrial 
peace, the mine guards serve as police 
and prevent ‘undesirable’ persons from 
trespassing upon the land of the mining 
companies. The elastic term trespass 
has been interpreted to mean all man- 
ner of organizing activities. In times 
of industrial disputes the mine guards 
are increased and more heavily armed. 
These conditions beget violence and in- 
dustrial disputes in many of these dis- 
tricts are now practically civil war. 

“The wee OL armed troops by “mine 
operators and the power resulting from 
ownership of large tracts of contiguous 
territory and the subversion of civi: 
government to military rule are some of 
the most serious of modern industrial 
We recommend and urge that 
the various state federations of labor 
endeavor to secure legislation prohibit- 
ing this brutal practice, which i« sub- 
versive of all industrial justice and free- 
dom.”

BERLIN, Oct. 26. 

They still eat wheat breae in Berlin 
Alnusements proceed with 
of abatement. Few posters to call mew 
to arms are in evidence, and there are 
many able-bodied men on the streets 
ir civilian clothes. These conditions, in 
striking contrast to the situation in 
neutral Holland, where all people aie 
compelled to eat bread that has a %& 
per cent admixture of rye, and where 
almost all walls are covered with of/i- 
cial announcements relating to mobiliza- 
tion and the regulation of prices, wee 
sources of wonderment to a correspon:!- 
ent of the Associated Press, who aar 
just arrived from constant scenes of 
War and its aftermath. 

That Germany is at war could nt 
be gleaned from street impressions, 
though a person might speculate on 
the causes that have led to two con- 
ditions. Everywhere one sees large 
photographs of the Emperor, the Crown 
Prince gnd Generals von Hindenberg, 
von Beseler and other military notables 
exhibited, as are campaign lithographs 
in the United States. There are other 
photographs of Emperor Francis Joseph 
and Austrian Generals. ‘ 

The second condition is the poor state 
of the horses which do the hauling in 
the city. All good horses have been 
requisitioned for military purposes, with 
the: result that every horse able to keep 
roving is being urged to further, and, 
often painful, effort. 


Women Hide Feelings. 

There are surprisingly few soldiers tu 
be seen in the streets of the German 
capital. Now and then a column puts 
in an appearance—cheerful, eager andi 
usually bedecked with flowers—off for 
the war. Beside the man are seen 
mothers, wives, sisters, sweethearts— 
not so cheerful. But. it seems to be con- 
trary to some unwritten law to show 
emotions in this business of going to 
the front, perhaps never to return. So. 
while the men hide their concern under 
a cheerfulness that appears to be nat- 
ural enough, the women belie their red- 
dened eyes with a smile and swallow 
hard as each talks to the man whom 
she accompanies to tne train that will 
take him east or west—either way 4 
road to danger. 

The cafes gre crowded to capacity. 
and many artists who are out of work 
represent cultailment of programs rather 
than total closing. A similar condition 
prevails among shop and factory em- 
ployes, but in their case the percentage 
of unemployment is lower because cf 
the men taken to the front. Official 
figures recently issuea show that, with 
the progress of redistributing labor not 
yet completed, there were in Berlin only 
from 2 to 6 per cent more unemployed 
than normally, while tn the case of cer- 
tain trades, which require men of ex- 
ceptionally good physique, there was a 
shortage of labor, 

The bills ot fare in the Berlin hotels 
and restaurants may now be read by 
the German who knows no French. The

Innumerable packages are dispatehed 
to the front, containing: mostly cigars, 
small bottles of spirituous beverages and 
chocolate, for whose nutritious value 
the German soldier has the highest re- 
spect. 

Comment heard in the street, public 
places and official quarters is not such 
that one could say that the war is pap- 
ular in Germany. That term would 
hardly describe tne feeling. A better 
definition of the sentiment prevailing in 
all classes of Berlin’s population and, 


war is a very disagreeable business, 
which must be disposed of thoroughiv 
and with whole-heartednegs. 


Invasion Not Dreaded. 
In the crowds may be seen many 


women in mourning. While the spirit 
of collecivity of the Berliner is such 
that the sight of them does not leave 
him unimpressed, it also reminds him 
that what happened to one today may 
rappen to another tomorrow. Press and 
rublic alike -expresg this Spartan senti- 
ment. 

Berlin does not seem to fear an inva- 
sion by hostile air craft. For. this rea- 
son, no limitation has been put on street 
lighting, and electric signs giare and 
fiash everywhere, which would guide 
an aviator for miles. A plentiful sup- 
ply of fuel has made economy unneces- 
pare. °; 

According to figures published in the 
Berliner Tageblatt, the German grain 
and potato crops are so large that even 
without the importation of foodstuffs, 
there is no danger of famine or ab- 
normal food prices for at least a year 
tc come. The embargo, it is pointed 
cut, has placed the entire harvest at 
Germany's disposal. Measures for the 
regulation of flour prices, so as not te 
exceed the normal figure, will soon be 
taken. ) 

The slaughiering of calves has been 
limited, to prevent any unfavorable ef- 
fect on the beef supply. Meat prices 
throughout Germany are declared to be 
normal. 


Buletins Little Read. 
Owing to a genera! commandeering of 


l:orses and wagons, the streets are not 
quite as clean as they were formerly. 
That, and the conditions already re- 
ferred to, are the only indication that 
Nerlin is not in the midst of peace. 
There is so little excitement in the cap- 
fiul that even thé war bulletins of the 
newspapers get but half the attention 
they do elsewhere. 


LONDON, DESPITE. 
WAR. HAS PARADE 
OF LORD MAYOR 


Not So Lavish and Gorgeous as 
Usual—Veterans of Belgian 
Battle in Line. 


LONDON, Nov. 9.—Shorn of its pic- 
turesque pageantry, but with its iu- 
rerial and military features emphasized, 
the Lord Mayor's parade made its way 
through the streets today in the first 
part of the ceremonial inaugurating Sir 
Charles Johnston as Lord Mayor of 
London in succession of Sir Thomas 
Bowater. 

No English institution is more tra- 
ditional than Lord Mayor’s day, but 
with the exception of the gaudily deco- 
rated state coaches of the Lord Mayor 
end other civic dignitaries, the parade 
‘today showed little color. The men 
were clad soberly in khaki and there 
was none of the brilliant display which 
usually distinguishes the procession. 
Enormous crowds gathered carly to ob- 
tain places from which to see the men 
who are fighting England's battles. One 
of the most popular organizations ir the 
parade consited of several battalions of 
the Canadian troops, now waiting in 
England their opportunity to go to the 
front. 

Many of the London city, regiments 
were represented by squads of men, and 
when a battalion of the London Scot- 
tish, who recently distinguished them- 
selves in France, swung along to the 
skirl of the pipes, the crowd hailed them 
with great enthusiasm. But none of the 
military created more interest than did 
the veterans of the naval battalions 
who survived the fall of Antwerp. 

The Lord Mayor's banquet tonight will 
provide unique and historical features. 
The attendance of members of the Cab- 
inet promises ‘ be greater than ever 
before in the history of the function and 
the opposition also will be represented 
Ordinarily there are not more than two

WAR TO RUN INTO. 
1917. A LONDON 
PRITIC. PREDICTS 


Calais Will: Last- Through 
This: Month. : 


LONDON, Nov. 9.—The military critic 
of the Daily mail estimates that the 
war will not end until 1917.: The esti- 
mate is based on the belief that the 
Germans will commit no great tactical 
error. 

The Daily Mail's authority divides the 
war into six periods—two past, one pres- 
ent and tnree to come. 

The first period was the German ad- 
vance through Belgium into France. 
The second period was the battle of the 
Marne and the German retreat to the 
Aisne. The third period comprises tha 
fighting on the Aisne, continuing and 
developing into the battle of Calais. 
The fourth period will be the German 
retreat and a battle on the Meuse. The 
fifth period will be a further German 
retreat and a battle on the Rhine. The 
sixth period will be the allied march on 
Berlin. 

The critic estimates that the battle of 
Calais will not end completely before 
the beginning of December. He assigns 
a period of five months for the bet- 
tle of the Meuse, bringing the end of 
this battle in April or the beginning 
of May, 1915. 

The campaign on the Rhine, he esti- 
mates, should last nearly twice as long, 
or until February, 1916. The final march 
tc Berlin and the negotiations for peace 
he figures should bring the war to an 
end with the final withdrawal of the 
allied armies of occupation in 1917. 

The estimate gives the total period of 
the war as rather less than three years. 
It is presumed that the Russian ad- 
vance will occupy a similar period and 
that only the sceady combined pressure 
of the allies can bring Mmactc?ss fo a con- 
clusion within the period suggested. He 
assumes that the German forces wil!

Vera Cruz, Mexico, Uov. 9.—Gen. Car- 
ranza has issued a decree promising 
that the import and other taxes col- 
lected at Vera Cruz by the Americans 
since they have been in control of 
that seaport will not be levied again by 
the Mexicans after the American evacu- 
ation.

KATY RAILROAD LOSES 
SUIT FOR $61,000,000 


Supreme Court Dismisses Action 
Against Government Over 


Land Grants. 

WASHINGTON, Novy. 9.—The Supreme 
Court today dismissed the suit of the 
Mossouri, Kansas & Texas Railway Co. 
against the United States for $61,000,000 
damages for failure to convey to it al- 
ternate sections of land through what 
was the Indian territory. 

Congress in 1866 offered alternate sec- 
tions of public land in Indian Territory 
to the first railroad constructed from 
the Kansas State line to the Red River 
n Texas. The preslecessor of the Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texds won a con- 
struction contest, but the Government 
declined to convey the land on the 
ground that the land was “Indian land,” 
and not ‘ public land,’ within the mean- 
ing of the act. 

The Court of Claims decided in favor 
of the Government and the railway 
appealed to the Supreme Court.

FOR TESTING HEART 
KILLS PROFESSOR 


Found Unconscious in Labora- 
tory With Complicated Appa- 
ratus Still Registering Beats. 


MONTREAL, Quebec, Nov. 9.—G! R. 
Hines, professor of physiology at Mc- 
Gill University, who was found uncon- 


scious in his laboratory Saturday night 
and died a few hours later, lost his life 
because of an experiment he was mak- 
ing with his own heart, using an in- 
strument of his own invention.

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 
THE SUPREME COURT JUSTIFIED. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I have just received and read the ful) abstract 
of evidence and the printed report of the Su- 
preme Court’s opinion in the case of State vs. 
Parris, commonly known as fhe Mullane case, 
in which they reversed the judgment and sen- 
tence of the Iron County Circuit Court and or- 
dered the defendant discharged on the ground 
that there was no substantial evidence tending 
to show that he had been guilty of rape, and 
quoted the legal maxim “volenti non fit injuria.’ 

When this decision was first announced you 
will recall that the Judge before whom the case 
had been tried in Iron County wrote, and had 
published in the papers, a letter in which he 
vigorously defended his own rulings and sharply 
criticised the Supreme Court for this opinion, 
setting forth in his letter what he claimed was 
@ fair summary of the evfdence and calling at- 
tention to the fact that two of the part’es 
jointly indicted with Parris for this crime had 
actually pleaded guilty and had been sentenced, 
while three or four juries of the county had 
heard the evidence and all who had heard it 
had returned a verdict of guilty. You will also 
recall that you published an editorial article 
about that time in which you assumed the cor- 
rectness of this summary of the evidence and 
severely criticised the Supreme Court, contend- 
ing that such a decision tended to bring the 
courts into public contempt and scorn. As the 
members of the Supreme Court eannot with pro- 
priety take part in newspaper discussions of 
cases which are pending before them, or in which 
they have rendered opinions, they cannot, there- 
fore, defend themselves or their obinions wheu

The 
fact that two of the accused parties had actually 
pleaded guilty and had accepted light sentences 
is readily accounted for by the further facts that 
they were under indictment for a crime which 
was punishable by ,death or by imprisonment 
for life and the people of that community had 
been so angered and aroused by their bestiality 
that they seemed determined to convict them of

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SNOOPING AT THE DINNER TABLE. 

It was not only because of the vast- financial 
and agricultural interests involved in California 
that the voters of that State: defeated prohibition 
by a 200,000 majority.

It could and 
would be applied in medicine, in education, in 
religion and in all the relationships of daily life.

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MOST UP-TO-DATE OF ALL PRISONS. 

Much has been accomplished in this generation 
under the compulsion of the idea that success in 
reforming men is dependent in no small degree 
on the physicial appointments of penal institu- 
tions. The contrast between the newer prisons 
and our tuberculosis pest hole at Jefferson City is 
most striking. Not only the health but the com- 
fort of inmates is painstakingly safeguarded. 
Cells are large, light, perfectly ventilated, sup- 
plied with running water and so furnished as to 
Promote rest and content. 

Nowhere else, however, has this idea had a 

recognition as complete as in the plans for a 
penitentiary proposed for District of Columbia 
offenders, who are now sent to Federal prisons 
at Leavenworth and Atlanta. This institution is 
to be located on a large tract of land at Occo- 
quan in the hflls of Virginia. The cell system 
is abolished. Prisoners are to sleep in large, 
airy, sunny dormitories. It is to nave no “si- 
lence” rule. Only about a score of cells will 
be provided in the entire institution and, like 
the few striped suits kept on hand in other 
prisons, these are to be used only for the pun- 
ishments of refractory inmates who show them- 
selves unworthy of their privileges. 
, These are great innovations but they can no 
longer be regarded as experimental. They are 
in accord with the tolerant spirit of the time but 
are none the less practical, for they are based on 
a shrewd knowledge of erring human nature and 
represent the mature conclusions of wide experi- 
ence in dealing with offenders. If men are not 
to be reformed by enheartening them and permit- 
ting them in intercourse among themselves to 
see the folly of their own anti-social qualities, 
they are not to be reformed by breaking their 
will, impairing their self-respect and destroy- 
ing their ambition. 
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HANDICAPPING THE HOME MAKER. 

Missouri lags behind more progressive states in 
continuing to tax both land and the mortgage on 
the land. President Frederick's. protest against 
this system, at the State convention of the Real 
Estate Dealers’ Association, was just and timely. 

“Many other states,” he said, “have a recording 
fee for mortgages, and that ends it. Others do not 
tax mortgages which do not bear more than 5 per 
cent interest. Idaho, New York, Virginia, Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, Oklahoma, Louisiana and other 
states either exempt mortgages drawing not more 
than a stated per cent of interest, or tax them 
only once—when filed. Interest rates will decrease 
in Missouri and there will be plenty of money here 
(for industrial development) if we adopt some such 
plan.” 

Correct. A State tax on mortgages enforces a 
high interest rate on mortgages. The debtor in- 
evitably pays both the taxes—first on the land he 
has bought, second on the mortgage he has riven 
as security for his purchase. | 
Thus the State, by a stupid tax system, imposes 
a double handicap on the man of little means who 
is trying to acquire a home in city or country. If 
the “debt-free home” is the cornerstone of the re- 
public, why make it unnecessarily and unjustly 
difficult for the worker to realize that ideal?

securities that could be placed. 

“Tt was evident that some of this in- 
vestment inquiry by institutions had to 
do mainly with arrangements by various 
banks in this and other cities to reinvest 
in advance much of the reserve money 
which will be released a week hence 
when the Federal reserve banks begin 

business. 

“The banks here were busy in arrang- 
riing for the introduction of the new 
banking system and the indications were 
that the change from one ri he to an- 
other would take place without friction 
or disturbance of any kind. 

“Some of the banks here will probably | 
make payments for the account of those 
interior banks which have sufficient 
funds to enable them to utilize their 
New York credit balances for the pur- 
pose of paying over to the regional 
banks some of the resérve money which 
will in future be carried by those insti- 
tutions. 
Exchange Market Is Firm. 

‘The foreign exchange market ruled 
fairly firm, with the quotation for sight 
drafts on London at 4.90% unchanged 
from Saturday. There was a fair sup- 
ply of exchange resulting from the sale 
of foodstuffs and merchandise to the 
belligerents, and although no announce- 
ments of new loans were made, it -was 
evident that Germany and other foreign 
nations would in all probability arrange 
large credit balances in this country for 
resort to in connection with the efforts 
to “provision troops and provide other 
winter requirements. 

“Philadelphia attempted another sale 
of lone-term 4 per-cent bonds, and since 
the offering was $825,000 the indications 
were that the ‘over-the-counter’ sale 
would be ay successful.
